D rivers’ union, 
and the local m anagers of the seven 
express 
com panies. 
B usin ess 
Agent 
Barry opened the negotiations by say­ 
ing: 
Our position is this: 
I want all the 
men reinstated except th o se w ho have 
been guilty of violence. 
I cannot do 
anything different. 
That is w hat the 
local union w ants and that is what the 
local officers h ave told me to demand. 
That is all I can do. 
T h e men told 
me that they all w ant to go back in a 
body or they 
w on’t go back 
at ail. 
That is the position of the union and 
the union officials.” 
Tho reply of the represen tatives of 
the exp ress com panies w a s brief. 
It 
was- 
“Our proposition to tin' rein­ 
statem ent of the m en will he the sam" 
four years from now as it Is today.
